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Rhine  Castle,  Where  Stars  and  Stripes  Waved,  in  Danger 

EHRENBREITSTEIN,  frowning  fortress  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Rhine 
opposite  Koblenz,  is  weakening.  Enemy  guns  have  often  shaken  the  lofty 
fortress  but  this  time  Nature  is  making  the  attack.  Recently  huge  boulders  have 
loosened  from  its  foundations,  leveling  vineyards  in  their  path  to  the  highway 
which  they  blocked  below. 

It  is  nearly  400  feet  to  the  crest  of  the  rock  on  which  Ehrenbreitstein  fortress 
is  perched,  overlooking  the  valley  of  the  busy  river  Rhine. 

Where  the  Stars  and  Stripes  Flew 

The  north,  east,  and  west  sides  of  the  rocks  are  cliffs  so  precipitous  that  the 
fortress  is  almost  unapproachable  from  these  directions.  The  south  side,  though 
it  has  a  winding  roadway,  also  is  not  easily  accessible. 

The  central  fort  of  Ehrenbreitstein  thrusts  castle-like  above  the  double  line 
of  works  surrounding  it.  The  fortress  is  the  successor  to  a  Roman  fort  that 
crowned  the  rock  centuries  ago  when  Koblenz  was  a  little  settlement  called 
Confluentia.  A  portion  of  the  central  fortress  now  standing  has  dominated  the 
Rhine  Valley  since  the  eleventh  century.  In  1631  the  French  occupied  the  fort  for 
six  years.  The  most  recent  foreign  flag  to  adorn  its  ramparts  was  the  Stars  and 
Stripes  which  fluttered  over  the  fort  from  December,  1918,  to  January,  1923, 
while  it  w’as  occupied  by  the  American  Forces  in  Germany. 

Perhaps  few  spots  in  the  Rhine  Valley  offer  more  magnificent  panoramas. 
Above  and  below  Koblenz  the  Rhine  shore  line  is  dotted  with  quaint  villages  that 
resemble  pearls  strung  on  a  silver  string.  Their  steep  backyards  are  well-kept 
vineyards  that  give  the  river  banks  the  appearance  of  having  recently  been  combed 
by  a  coarse  instrument.  Topping  many  rocky  summits  above  the  vineyards  are 
castles — some  occupied  and  some  in  ruins — which  once  echoed  the  voices  of  the 
great  and  near-great  of  Europe  in  celebration  of  historic  events. 

The  Statue  Where  Two  Riven  Meet 

Although  the  Rhine  flows  between  Koblenz  and  Ehrenbreitstein,  the  traveler 
views  the  town  from  such  height  that  it  appears  almost  at  its  immediate  base. 
Three  bridges,  one  of  which  is  of  the  pontoon  type,  span  the  Rhine  at  Koblenz. 

The  city  is  snugly  built  between  the  Moselle  and  Rhine  Rivers  with  a  colossal 
statue  of  William  I  mounted  on  a  massive  stone  foundation,  adorning  the  point 
where  the  two  rivers  meet.  From  the  statue  to  the  end  of  the  city  along  the  Rhine 
shore,  there  is  a  continuous  promenade,  canopied  with  shade  trees  and  here  and 
there  studded  with  small  flower-filled  parks. 

The  landside  of  the  promenade  is  flanked  with  villas  set  in  gardens  and  quaint 
eating  places,  including  outdoor  caf6s.  There,  while  the  traveler  sips  the  finest 
of  Rhine  wines,  he  may  watch  Koblenz  astroll  at  his  elbow  and  the  commercial 
parade  on  the  river  beyond. 

“What  does  Koblenz  do  for  a  living”  and  “What  happened  to  the  town  that 
was  here  2,700  years  ago,”  are  questions  visitors  ask.  One  observes  few  old 
buildings.  There  are  no  sooty  smokestacks  to  mar  the  skyline  punctuated  by 
graceful  spires  of  churches.  The  quay  on  the  Rhine  is  clean  and  devoid  of  cargo, 
and  warehouses  are  conspicuously  absent  from  view.

Pictures  Focus  Attention

reciting.  And  that  child  will  not  simply  be  repeating  haltingly  a  story  that  every 
other  child  has  just  read,  but  will  be  showing  a  new  picture  and  reciting  from  new 
text. 

“The  pictures  can  be  called  for  by  topics,  children  coming  to  the  front  of  the 
class  by  turns  with  something  to  tell  that  the  others  do  not  know.  Eager  interest 
is  thus  stimulated.  After  all  in  a  set  have  thus  been  recited  upon,  pictures  can  be 
exchanged  again  and  again  and  studied  in  detail. 

’’Material  for  Innumerable  Lessons” 

“For  example,  in  using  the  Land,  Water,  Air  set,  after  each  child  has  studied 
his  picture,  the  teacher  can  call  for  topical  recitations  upon  a  lake,  a  bay,  a  fjord, 
sandy  beach,  an  island,  and  a  cape ;  or  she  can  call  for  the  story  of  rainfsdl,  ranging 
the  pupils  having  pictures  illustrating  (a)  ‘Clouds  forming  over  ocean,’  (b)  ‘Over 
mountains,’  (c)  ‘Winds  carrying  clouds  inland,’  (</)  ‘Brook  carrying  excess  to  the 
sea,’  in  front  of  the  class.  Each  set  supplies  material  for  innumerable  lessons. 

“The  sheets  are  numbered  so  that  the  monitors  instantly  can  assemble  them  in 
order;  yet  so  flexible  is  the  system  that  the  teacher  can  use  her  own  preferred 
topics.”

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THE  LORELEI  ROCKS,  FAMED  IN  GERMAN  SONG  AND  STORY 

Thcie  imposing  cliffs,  where  siren  songs  were  said  to  lure  sailors  to  destruction,  rite  from 
the  right  bank  of  the  Rhine,  a  few  miles  south  of  Koblenz.  Students  of  German  music  know 
Heine’s  beautiful  ballad  about  this  headland  beginning:  ”Ich  weiss  nicht  was  soil  es  bedeuten  .  . 


These  questions  are  not  answered  until  one  penetrates  the  modern  city  and 
finds  oneself  in  a  small  district  on  the  banks  of  the  Moselle  beyond  the  echo  of 
the  Rhine.  Here  commercial  Koblenz  is  abustle.  Barges  come  and  go  from  the 
quays,  the  near-by  streets  rumble  under  the  pounding  steel  rims  of  heavy  cart 
wheels  drowning  out  the  noises  emanating  from  piano,  paper  and  dye  factories 
and  chemical  laboratories.  This  is  commercial  Koblenz  and  ancient  Koblenz.  Its 
winding  streets  and  buildings,  though  not  2,700  years  old,  have  watched  the  prog¬ 
ress  of  several  centuries.

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Turkey,  Former  "Sick  Man  of  Europe,”  Becoming  Strong 

Man  of  Asia 

The  Republic  of  Turkey  has  found  a  unique  way  to  deal  with  smugglers.  In  Turkey 
certain  articles,  such  as  alcohol,  cartridges,  explosives,  matches,  tobacco  and  salt,  are  state 
monopolies,  and  so  the  field  for  smugglers  has  been  a  large  and  lucrative  one.  The  gov¬ 
ernment  is  curbing  this  illicit  traffic  by  selling  at  prices  so  low  the  smugglers  cannot  make  a 
profit. 

Turkey,  ranking  among  the  losers  of  the  World  War,  really  reaped  substantial  national 
profit  therefrom.  The  former  Sick  Man  of  Europe  is  becoming  a  Strong  Man  of  Asia. 

Blessings  in  Disguise 

Loss  of  outlying  territory,  and  the  detachment  of  alien  peoples;  change  of  base  from  one 
continent  to  another;  and  removal  of  its  capital  from  historic  Constantinople  (Istanbul)  to 
inland  Angora — all  have  been  blessings  in  disguise,  according  to  a  communication  to  the 
National  Orographic  Society  from  a  staff  correspondent. 

“Now,  entering  upon  its  ninth  year  as  a  Republic,  Turkey  is  beginning  to  show  signs 
of  national  consciousness,”  continues  the  bulletin.  “In  spite  of  its  territorial  losses  Turkey  is 
still  larger  than  any  European  nation  with  the  exception  of  Soviet  Russia.  Its  14,000,000  people 
are  mostly  of  the  same  race — the  Kurds  in  the  East  and  the  Christian  minorities  in  Istanbul 
being  the  chief  exceptions. 

“Making  a  jewel  of  adversity,  the  New  Turkey  turned  its  back  on  the  East,  and  the 
ideas  which  have  hampered  it  in  competition  with  Western  neighbors.  Under  the  firm  leader¬ 
ship  of  its  president,  Mustapha  Kemal,  the  Turkish  Republic  is  introducing  Western  civilization 
at  a  rapid  pace.  A  recent  2,500-mile  circuitous  tour  of  the  interior,  made  by  the  writer,  reveals 
that  the  program  laid  out  by  the  leaders  is  being  taken  up  by  peasants  and  urban  dwellers  alike. 
The  New  Turkey,  or  at  least  the  Turkey  of  this  period  of  transformation,  might  be  typified  by 
the  muezsin  in  a  slender  minaret  top,  calling  the  faithful  to  prayer — but  a  muezzin  who  wears 
a  common  cloth  cap  with  decidedly  cockney  air  I 

Why  the  Fez  Was  Abandoned 

“It  is  not  quite  accurate  to  say,  however,  that  Turkey  has  turned  its  back  on  the  East. 
It  has  moved  its  capital  from  Istanbul  (new  Turkish  for  Constantinople)  into  the  heart  of 
Asia  Minor  at  Ankara  (Angora),  and  for  ten  years  the  Turkish  leaders,  refusing  foreign 
financial  aid,  daring  economic  collapse,  have  given  their  main  attention  to  internal  progress, 
seeking  to  bring  out  native  strength. 

“That  Mustapha  Kemal  and  those  associated  with  him  have  understood  the  Turk  better 
than  he  understood  himself  is  proved  by  the  sweeping  reforms  that  have  been  made,  and  the 
enthusiasm  with  which  they  have  been  carried  out. 

“First  the  fez  was  outlawed.  There  was  no  economic  reason  why  the  traditional  red  head- 
gear  should  go.  But  the  psychological  effect  was  tremendous.  The  Turk,  it  was  realized,  could 
not  think  or  act  like  a  Westerner,  he  could  not  compete  with  a  Westerner,  if  his  trousers  were 
baggy,  h»  shoes  comic,  and  his  headgear  like  that  of  a  lodge  member.  So  the  leaders  of  the 
new  state  appropriately  started  with  his  head  to  ‘shake  him  out  of  his  shoes.’ 

Arabic  Script  No  Longer  Used 

“To-day  in  Turkey  the  fez  has  disappeared,  being  largely  replaced  by  the  cap.  It  is 
better  in  the  mosque,  says  the  Turk,  because  there  he  can  turn  his  cap  backward,  like  a  motor¬ 
cycle  rider,  and  touch  his  forehead  to  the  ground  in  the  approved  manner. 

“Introduction  of  the  Latin  alphabet  made  the  whole  nation  illiterate  overnight  three  years 
ago,  but  since  then  everyone,  old  and  young,  rich  and  poor,  has  been  learning  his  A.  B.  C.’s, 
and  the  difficult  Arabic  script  is  no  longer  used.  Railroad  stations,  postcard  shops,  steamer 
names,  warning  signs,  newspapers  and  magazines  use  almost  the  same  characters  we  do, 
although  they  depict  the  sounds  of  the  old  Turkish  language. 

“Thousands  of  cards  and  primers  explaining  the  new  alphabet  have  been  distributed,  and 
on  street  corners,  in  trains  and  on  boats  prople  can  be  seen  industriously  studying  that  they 
ntay  keep  abreast  of  the  great  change  that 'is  taking  place  within  their  country.  Even  tiny 
children,  who  in  America  would  be  playing  house,  imitate  their  elders,  after  the  fashion  of 
children  the  world  over,  with  make-believe  reading  classes. 
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SALMON  FISHING  IS  AN  IMPORTANT  INDUSTRY  ON  THE  RHINE 

The  fiskermaii  fit*  in  the  little  shelter  house,  holding  the  cords  of  the  net  in  hit  hands  until 
a  salmon,  on  rising  in  the  stream,  collide*  with  the  net.  Then  he  quickly  pulls  the  cords  from 
a  lever,  the  top  pole  draws  the  net  upward,  and  the  fish  it  imprisoned.  A  30-pound  catch  it 
being  hauled  aboard  (See  Bulletin  No.  1).

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A  Lincoln  Pilgrimage  to  Illinois 

although  Abraham  Lincoln,  Sixteenth  President  of  the  United  States,  whose 
l\.  birthday  we  celebrate  February  12,  was  born  in  Kentucky,  and  the  finest 
memorial  erected  in  his  memory  stands  on  the  banks  of  the  Potomac  in  Washing¬ 
ton,  the  State  of  Illinois  possesses  more  places  associated  with  his  private  life  than 
any  other  region. 

A  pilgrimage  to  the  Lincoln  shrines  in  Illinois  is  described  by  Junius  B.  Wood 
in  a  special  communication  to  the  Washington,  D.  C.,  headquarters  of  the  National 
(jeographic  Society. 

“Springfield,  the  State  Capital,  is  the  national  shrine  of  Lincoln,”  Mr.  Wood 
writes.  “One  of  the  largest  collections  of  Lincolniana  is  in  the  cramped  nave  of 
his  tomb,  in  beautiful  Oak  Ridge  Cemetery. 

Lincoln  Homestead  Still  Standing 

“The  old  Lincoln  homestead  is  also  in  Springfield.  In  this  tree-shaded  mansion 
the  Lincoln  family  lived  from  1844  until  their  departure,  in  1861,  to  occupy  the 
White  House  in  Washington.  After  the  death  of  Mrs.  Lincoln  in  1882,  the  house 
was  deeded  to  the  State  by  Robert  Todd  Lincoln  and  now  contains  many  relics  of 
the  famous  Illinoisian. 

“At  Beardstown,  in  the  west-central  part  of  the  State,  Lincoln  gave  the 
almanac  a  place  in  criminology  by  proving  that  the  moon  was  about  to  set  on  the 
night  the  State’s  star  witness  said  he  saw  a  murder  when  the  moon  was  shining 
brightly ! 

“At  Dixon,  in  the  north-central  part  of  the  State,  John  Dixon  ran  a  ferry  and 
inn  in  1829,  and  bedded  man  and  beast  for  fifty  cents.  Lincoln,  Jefferson  Davis, 
and  Zachary  Taylor  were  among  the  names  on  his  register.  The  blockhouse  where 
Lincoln  served  during  the  Black  Hawk  War  is  here.  A  little  farther  north,  along 
the  valley  of  the  beautiful  Rock  River,  stands  a  heroic  image  of  the  Indian  leader 
Black  Hawk  in  stone,  brooding  over  the  land  where  once  he  roamed. 

“Near  the  center  of  the  State,  in  Decatur,  Lincoln  made  his  first  residence  in 
Illinois.  In  Decatur,  too,  the  first  G.  A.  R.  post  was  established  in  1866.  A  tower¬ 
ing  com  refinery  here  reminds  the  traveler  that  more  than  half  of  the  Nation’s  corn 
products  are  refined  in  Illinois. 

“Lincoln,  first  of  twenty-four  American  cities  of  that  name,  and  of  seventeen 
more  which  are  modifications  of  the  name,  is  off  the  main  highway,  in  almost  the 
exact  center  of  the  State.  The  Emancipator  helped  to  plan  it,  and  christened  it 
himself  by  breaking  a  watermelon  over  a  wagon-wheel !  Lincoln  also  surveyed  the 
near-by  town-site  of  Petersburg. 

Old  Salem  Now  State  Park 

“The  deserted  village  of  Old  Salem,  where  he  lived  in  1831,  is  now  a  State 
Park,  The  two-story  log  tavern  where  he  wooed  Ann  Rutledge,  the  Offut  store 
where  he  wrestled  Armstrong,  the  Lincoln  and  Berry  grocery  where  he  clerked, 
and  the  Onstot  and  another  log  cabin  in  which  he  dwelled,  are  restored.  He  led  his 
company  of  woodsmen  from  there  in  the  Black  Hawk  War  of  1832,  ruefully  com¬ 
menting,  on  his  return,  that  he  had  fought  a  war  and  never  fired  a  shot. 

“Bloomington,  the  center  of  McLean  County,  preens  itself  as  the  birthplace  of 
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Sing-Song  Schools  Are  Gone 

“Istanbul,  the  old  Ottoman  capital,  is  still  a  busy  city  of  teeming  thousands.  _  But  the 
eyes  of  Turkey  are  turning  to  the  new  capital,  Ankara,  250|  miles  east  of  it  in  the  hinterland. 
Call  it  Angora,  as  many  still  do,  and  you  link  it  with  goats  and  cats.  Call  it  Ankara  as  the 
Turks  do,  and  you  relate  it  to  the  anchor,  paradoxical  emblem  of  this  plateau  town  once 
pictured  on  the  coins  of  the  region.  As  one  looks  at  the  town  from  the  surrounding  plain, 
however,  the  idea  does  not  seem  so  far-fetched.  Perched  on  a  steep  rock  mass,  and  over¬ 
shadowing  the  new  capital,  the  bastions  of  the  old  citadel  stand  out  like  the  prows  of  ships 
at  their  piers. 

“New  banks,  new  apartment  houses,  and  new  streets  show  the  external  changes  which 
have  come  over  this  ancient  stronghold,  founded  by  the  King  Midas  of  fabulous  wealth.  Yet 
the  greatest  contrast  is  in  the  schools.  The  New  Turkey  is  reversing  the  old  adage  ‘like 
father,  like  son,’  and  through  new  buildings,  new  courses,  new  clothes,  and  new  games  is 
building  a  manhood  and  womanhood  which  will  be  able  to  deal  with  the  problems  of  the  future. 

“The  sing-song  school,  where  boys  were  taught  to  read  the  Koran  in  chorus,  has  been 
relegated  to  the  same  past  as  that  of  the  Roman  pillars  on  the  surrounding  plains.  In  coedu¬ 
cational  schools  the  young  Turk  of  to-day  could  not  be  distinguished  from  Western  cousins 
were  it  not  for  the  language.  Here,  in  the  heart  of  Asia-Minor,  the  astonished  visitor  finds 
youngsters  in  middie  blouses  and  bloomers  playing  basketball. 

“Around  Ankara,  however,  the  peasant  farmers,  honest,  industrious,  loyal,  still  tend  their 
flocks  of  Angora  goats,  which  give  Turkey  a  considerable  trade  in  mohair.  American  auto¬ 
mobiles  pass  goats  whose  fleece  has  made  a  10,000-mile  round  trip  to  become  mohair  motor 
seat  covers.  Good  roads  are  reaching  out  into  the  hinterland,  and  the  greater  part  of  the 
country  is  accessible  in  dry  weather  by  automobile.  The  principal  beast  of  burden  the  year 
round  is  the  water  buffalo.  These  useful  animals  make  haste  slowly,  but  they  are  steady 
pullers,  and  work  best  when  the  wooden  axles  of  their  carts  squeak  loudest. 

Note:  Turkey’s  transformation  from  an  “Eastern”  caliphate  to  a  “Western”  republic  is  one 
of  the  most  interesting  governmental  changes  taking  place  in  the  world  to-day.  See  “Summer 
Holidays  on  the  Bosporus,”  National  Geographic  Magazine,  October,  1929;  “Turkey  Goes  to 
School,”  January,  1929;  “Seeing  3,000  Years  of  History  in  Four  Hours,”  December,  1928;
